When considered from the stand- 
points of relative productive, cost and 
suitability for winter feed, the grow- 
ing of corn and sunflowers can be un- 
dertaken to advantage over a much 
wider area than is the case at the 
present time. Such crops work in 
well, especially in systems of farming 
where provision must be made for 
cleaning the land. In the. western 
provinces it has been:found necessary 
to summerfallow. This‘ practice aids 
in the destruction of weeds and tends 
to conserve soil moisture. As a sub- 
stitute for part of the bare fallow such 
intertilled.crops as these have distinct 
possibilities in many districts.
